Reflections on a Tour through Virginia and a part of North 
Carolina, in the Summer of 1822. 

The Lake of the Dismal Swamp. 

Away tothe Dismai Swamp he speeds— 

His path was rugged and sore, 
Through tangled juniper, beds of reeds, — 
Through many a fen, where the serpent feeds, 
And man never trod betore!—.¥foore. 

The lake in the Great Dismal Swamp, known 
by the name of Dremmond’s Pond, constitutes 
one of the compleiest afcanas in nature that re- 
collection can dwell upon. At the upper extre- 
mity of Virginia, where it joins with North Caro- 
lina, about 12 miles from Norfolk, the astonished 
traveller will find this strange excavation im the 
iow lands, an expanse of seven miles in extent, 
filled with water of a peculiar Character, possess- 
ing a specific gravity lighter than rain water, As 
you approach this natural or tumuituary reser- 
voir, every thing that can surprise, and add ter- 
ror, by dark and dreary assuciates of the forest 
and the dismal, at once surround you. Every 
step discovers greater danger. Immense cypress 
trees, interspered with the rude, nischic vous 
windings of the ban-ovo and the noxious vine, 
afford a prolific shelier for the reptile and the 
wild cat. Bears, panthers, woives, and other ani- 
mals, infest this forbidding and sequestered spot. 
The moccasin, or copper soake, lines the margin 
of the branch canal, (four feet wide) the satest 
avenue through which man can visit this track- 
less moor. With such company as these present. 
ing their continual annoyance, you tread the sus- 
picious bog, in silent dread of injury, a distance 
of nearly three miles, nothing but an umbrageous 
swamp meeting the eye, or the narrow coursing 
boat-way which leads you on. Half way trom the 
main road, leading trom New Lebanon (to Deep 
Creek, you can travel on horse back—when you 
can get no further with your horse, you embark 
in a boat, called a Jighter, and proceed up the 
canal. This boat is about 30 or 40 feet long, and 
4 feet wide, constructed of the most bouyant 
materia!s, and is used to carry shingles out of the 
swamp, whence they are transported through the 
main canal into the Elizabeth river. : 

It was past meridian, and ihe sky effaced with 
lowering clouds, when I engaged in this irksome 
rencontre. Wearied with the rudeness of the un- 
cultivated morass, in an unsuspecting moment, as 
if the curtain in an opera house were to expose 
the dramatic scenery within by wrapping itself up 
in a smaller space, so do you behold with abrupt 
astonishment a body of still water, banked in as it 
were with regular exactness by the extensive 
cypress trees which surround it. Nature, as if 
partial to the cypress (liquid) fluid, being impreg- 
nated with the properties of the contiguous trees, 
has constructed a fortification of her own materi- 
als; and, like the naturalist who encloses a pre- 
cious ore (ina state of liquidation) in an hermeti- 
cally sealed vessel, nature secludes this vast re- 
tired body of water in her shelter of tremendous 
and almost compact forest trees and wild plants, 
which bid an impenetrable defiance to the idle in- 
gress of the curious. :

informant, having chanced to ramble into a jungle, 
suddenly encountered a Koyal Viger. The rencon- 
tre appeared equally unexpected on both sides, 
and both parties made a dead halt, earnesily gaz- 
ing on each other. ‘The gentleman had no fire arms, 
and was aware that a sword would be no eflec- 
tive defence in a struggle with such an antagonist.

walk. The direction he now took as may be easily 
believed, was straight to the tents at a double quick 
time.” After relating several terrific stories of 
encounters with lions, the writer concludes his 
article with one not quite so fearful, related by 
Lucas Van Vuuren, a Vee Boor, ,his neighbour, 
at the Bavian’s river :— ‘ Lucas was riding across 
the open plains about day-break, and observing a 
lion ata distance, he endeavored to avoid him by 
making a circuit. Lucas soon perceived that he 
was not disposed to let him pass without further 
parlance, and that be was rapidly approaching to 
the encounter, and being without hs roer (ritle) 
and otherwise little inclined to any closer acquaint- 
ance, he turned off at right angles—laid the sam- 
bok freely to his horse’s flank, and galloped for 
life. The horse was fagged and borea heavy man 
upon his back ; the lion was fresh and furious with 
hunger, and came down upon him like a thunder. 
bolt! in a few seconds he overtook Lucas, and 
springing up behind bim, brought horse and man 
in an instant tothe ground. Luckily the boor was 
uohurt, and the lion tbo eager in worrying the horse 
to pay any immediate attention to the rider. Hard- 
ly knowing himself, how he escaped, he contrived 
to scramble out of the fray, and made a clean pair 
of heels ot it till he reached the next house, Lucas, 
who gave me the details of this adventure himself, 
made no observations on it as being any way re- 
markable, except in the circumstance of the lion’s 
audacity in pursuing a “Christian man” without 

rovecation in open day! But what chiefly vexed 
bim in the affair was the loss of the saddle. He ree 
turned next day with a party of friends to take 
vengeance on his feline foe; but both the lion and 
saddle had disappeared, and nothing could be found 
but the horse’s clean picked bones, Lucas said 
he could have excused the schelm. killing 
the horse, as he had allowed himself td get away, 
but the felonious abstraction of the saddle (for 
which, as Lucas gravely observed be could have 
no possibic use) raised his spleen mightily, and 
called down a shower of curses whenever be toid

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 
Wasutnctox, Dee. 7, 1824. 

This day at 12 o’clock, the President of the 
United States communicated to both Houses of | 
Congres» the following ESSAGE. 

Fellow-Citizens of the Senate, 
and of the House of Representatives. 

The view which I have now to present to you, 
of our affairs, foreign and domestic, realizes the 
most sanguine anticrpations which have been en- 
tertained, of the public prosperity. If we look to 
the whole, our growth, as a nation, conlinues to 
be rapil beyond example; if to the States which 
compose it, the same gratifying spectacle is exhi- 
bited. Our expansion over the vast territory with- 
in our limits, has been great, without indicating 
any decline in those sections from which the emi- 
gration has been most consptcuous. We have 
daily gained strengih, by a native population, m 
every quarter; a population devoted to our happy 
system of government, and cherishing the bond ot 
union with fraternal affection. Experience has al- 
ready shown, that the difference of climate, and 
of industry proceeding from that cause, insepata- 
ble from such vast domains, and which, under 
other systems, might have a repulsive tendency, 
cannot fail to produce with us, under wise regu- 
lations, the opposite effect. What one portion 
wants, the other may supply, and this will be most 
sensibly felt by the parts most distaat from each 
other, forming thereby a domestic market, and an 
active intercourse between the extremes, and 
throughout every portion of our Union. Thus, 
by a happy distribution of power between the Na- 
tional and State Governments; governments which 
rest, exclusively, on the sovereignty of the peuple, 
and are fully adequate to the great purposes for | 
which they were respectively instituted, causes | 
which might otherwise lead to dismemberment, | 
operate powerfully to draw us closer together, In 
every other circumstance, a correct view of the ; 
actual state of our Union, must be equally grati- | 
fying to our constituents. Our relations with fo- 
reign powers are of a friendly character, although 
certain interesting differences remain unsettled 
with some. Our revenue, under the mild system 
of impost and tonnage, continues to be adequate 
to all the purposes ofthe government. Our agri- 
culture, commerce, manufactures, and naviga- 
tion flourish. Our fortifications are advancing in 
the degree authorized by existing appropriations, 
to maturity, and due progress is made in the aug- 
Meniation of the Navy, to the limit prescribed for 
it by law. For these blessings we owe .o Almigh- 
ty God, from whom we derive them, and with pro- 
found reverence, our most grateful and unceasing 
acknowledgments. 

In adverting to our relations with foreign pow- 
ers, which are always an object of the highest im- 
portance, I have to remark, that of the subjects 
which have been brought into discussion with

An earnest desire exists, and has been manifest: | 


ed, on the part of this government, to place tiie 
commerce wiih the colonics, likewise, on a footing 
of reciprocal advantage—and it is hoped, that the 
Beniish government, seeing the justice of the pro- 
posal, and its importance to the colonies, wiil, ere 
long, accede to it. 

The Commissioners who were appointed for 
the adjustment of the boundary, between the ter- 
ritories of the United States and those of Great 
Kcitain, specified im the fifth article of the Treaty 
of Ghent, having disagreed in their decision ; and 
both governments having agreed to establish that 
boundary, by amicable negociation between them. 
it is hoped that it may be satisfactorily adjusted in 
that mode. The boundary specified by the sixth, 
article, has been esiabiished, by the decision ot 
ihe commissioners, From the progress made in 
that provided for by the seventh, according to a 
report recently received, there is good cause to 
presume that ut will be settled in the course of the 
ensuing year. 

it is a cause of serious regret, that no arrange- 
ment bas yet been finglly conciuded bet ween the 
two governments, to secure, by joint-co-operation, 
the suppression of the slave trade. kt was the ob- 
ject of the British government, in the early stages 
of the negotiation, to adopt a plan for the suppres- 
sien, which should iuclude the concession of the 
mutual right of search, by the ships of war of each 
party, of the vessels of the other, for suspected of- 
fenders. This was objected to by this Roverii- 
ment, on the principle that as‘the right of search 
wag a right of war, ota belligerent towards a new. 
tral power, it might have an ili effect to extend it 
by treaty, to an offence which bad been made 
comparatively miid to 2 time of peace. Anxiwus 
however, for the suppression of this trade, it was 
thought advisable, in compliance with a resulution 
of the house of representatives, founded on an act 
of congress, to propose to the Briush government 
an expedient, which should be free from that ob. 
ction, and more effectual for the object, by mak- 
tig it prratical, In that mode, the enormity of

their tespective citizens and subjects in those of

convention to this effeot was concluded and sign- 
ed ia London on the thirteenth of Mareh, 1824, 
by plenipotentiaries duly authorised by both go- 
vernments, to the ratification of which certain ob- 
stacles have arisen, which are not yet entirely re- 
moved. The difference between the parties sill 
remaining, has been reduced to a point, not ot 
sufficient magnitude, as is presumed, to be per: 
mitted to defeat an object so near to the heart of 
both nations, and so desirable to the friends of bu 
manity throughout the world. As objections, 
however, to the principle recommended, by the 
house of representatirve-, or at least to the conse- 
quences inseparable from it, and which are wnder- 
stood to apply to the law, have been raised, which 
may deserve « reconsideration of the whole sub- 
ject, [have thought i proper to suspend the con- 
clusion of a new convention until the definitive 
sentiments of congress may be ascertained. The 
documents relaiing to the negotiation, are, with 
that intent, submitted for your consideration. 

Our commerce with Sweden has been placed 
on a footing of perfect reciprocity, by treaty; and 
with Russia, the Netherlands, Prussia, the free 
Hanseatic cities, the dukedoms of Oldenburg and 
Sardinia, by internal regulations on each side, 
founded on mutual agreement, between the res- 
pective governments, 

The principles upon which the commercial po- 
licy of the United States is founded, are to be 
traced to an early period. They are essentially 
connected with those upon which their independ- 
ence was declared, and owe their origin to the 
enlightened men who tuok the lead in our affairs 
at that important epoch. They are developed in 
their first treaty of commerce with France, of the 
6th of February, 1778, and by a formal commis- 
sion which was instituted immediately after the 
conclusion ot their revolutionary struggle, for the 
purpose of negotiating treaties of commerce with 
every European power. The first treaty of the 
United States with Prussia, which was negotiated 
by that commission, affords a signal illustration 
of those principles. The act of congress of the 
$d of March, 1815, adopted immediately after the 
return of a general peace, was a new overture to 
foreign nations, to establish our commercial re- 
lations with them, on the basis of free and equal 
reciprocily. ‘That principle has pervaded all the 
acts of congress, and all the negotiations of the 
executive on the subject since. 

A convention for the settlement of important 
questions, in relation to the North West Coast of

body, with reference to its ratification. It is pro- 
per to add, that the manner in which this negoti- 
ation was invited and conducted, on the part of 
the Emperor, has been very satisfactory. 

The great and extraordinary changes which 
have happened in the government of Spain and 
Portugal, within the last two years, without seri- 
ously affecting the friendly relations which, un- 
der all of them have been maintained with those 
powers, by the United States, have been obsta- 
cles to the adjustment of the particular subjects 
of discussion which have arisen with exch. A 
resolution of the Senate, adopted at their last ses- 
sion, called for information, as to the effect pro. 
duced upon our rela:.ons with Spain, by the re- 
cognition, on the part of the United States, of the 
independent South American governments. The 
Papers containing that information are now com- 
municated to Congress. 

A Charge d’Affuires has been received from 
the independent government of Brazil. That 
country, heretofore a colonial possession of Por- 
lugai had some years since been prociamed, by 
ihe sovereign of Portugal himself, an independ 
ent kingdom. Since his return to Lisbon, a revo- 
Intion in Brazil has established a new government 
there, with an imperial tile, atthe head of which 
is placed the Prince in whom the regency had 
been vested, by the king, at the time of his de- 
parture. There is reason to expect, that by ami- 
cable negotiation, the independence of Brazil will

I 
has been earnestly hoped, that the other would, 
of its own accord and from a sentiment of justice 
and conciliation, make to our citizens the mdem- 
nity to which they are entitled, and thereby re- 
move, from our relations, any just cause of dis- 
content on our side, 

It is estimated that the receipts into the Treasu- 
ry during the current year, exclusive of loans, will 
exceed $18,500,000, with the sum remaining in 
the Treasury at the end of the last year, amount- 
ing to $9,463,922 81, will, after discharging the 
current disburseme:.ts of the year, the interest on 
the public debt, and upwards of $11,633,000 
of the principal, leave a balance of more than 
$3,000,000 in the Treasury on the first day of 
January next. 

A large amount of the debt contracted during 
the late war, bearing an interest of six per cent 
becoming redeentable in the course of the ensuing 
year, than could be discharged by the ordinary 
revenue, the act of 26th of May, authorised a loan 
of $5,000 000, at 44 per cent, to meet the same. By 
this arrangement, an annual saving will accrue to 
the public, of $75,000. 

Under the act of the 24th May last, a loan of 
$5.060,000, was authorised, in order to meet the 
awards under the Florida treaty, which was nego- 
ciated at par with the Bank of the United States, 
at 4} per cent, the limit of interest fixed by the 
act. By this provision, the claims of our citizens, 
who had sustained so great a loss by spoliations, 
and from whom indemnity had been so long with- 
held, were promptly paid. For these advances, 
the public will be amply repaid, at no distant day, 
by the sale of the lands in Florida. Of the great 
advantages resulting from the acquisition of the 
Yerritory, iu other respects, too high an estimate 
cannot be formed, 

It is estimated that the receipts into the Trea. 
sury, during the year 1825, will be sufficient to 
meet the disbursements of the year, including the 
sum of $10,000,000 which is annually appropriat- 
ed by the act constituting the Sinking Fund, to 
the payment of the principal and interest of the 
public debt. 

The whole amount of the public debt, on the 
first day of January next, may be estimated at 
$86,000,000, anclusive of $2,500,000 of the loan 
autherized by the act of 26: May last. In this 
estimate is included a stock of $7,000,000, issued 
for the purchase of that amount of the capital stock 
of the Bank of the United States, and which, as 
the stock of the Bank, still held by the govern- 
ment, will at least be fully equal to its reimburse- 
ment, ought not to be considered as constituting 
a part of the public debt. Estimating, then, the 
whole amount of the public debt at $79,000,000, 
and regarding the annual receipts and expendi 
tures of the government, a well founded hope may 
be entertained, that should no unexpected event 
occur, the whole of the public debt may be dis- 
charged in the course of ten years, and the govern- 
ment be left at libe:ty thereafter to apply such 
portion of the revenue as may not be necessary for 
current expenses, to such other objects as may be 
most conductive to the public security and wel. 
fare. That the sum applicable to these objects 
will be very considerable, may be fairly conclud- 


the public revenue has been applied, since the late 
war, to the construction of the public buildings in 
this city, to the erection of fortifications along the 
coast and of arsenals in different parts of the 
Union; to the augmentation of the Navy, to 
the extinguishment of the Indian title to large 
tracts of fertile territory; to the acquisition 
of Florida; to pensions to Revolutionary officers 
and soldiers, and to mvalids of the late war.

then $37,446,961 78. The last portion of the public 
debt will be redeemable on the 1st of Jan. 1835, 
and while theve is t best reason to believe tha 
the resources of the government will be continual. 
ly adequate to such portion of it as may become 
due, in the interval, it is recommended to Congress 
to seize every opportunity which may resent 
itself, to reduce the rate of interest upon every 
part thereof. The high state of the public credit, 
and the great abundance of inoney, aie at this time 
very favourable to such a result. It must be very 
graufying to our fellow citizens, to witness, this 
flourishing state of the public finances ; when it is 
recollected that no burden whatever has been im. 
posed upon them.

The provisions in the several acts of Congress 
of the last session, for the improvement of the navi- 
gation of the Mississippi and the Obi, of the har- 
bour of Presg’iste on Lake Erie, and the repair of 
the Plymouth Beach, are in a course of regular 
execution ; and there is reason to believe that the 
appropriation in each instance will be adequate to 
the object.

Engineers, the Military and Topographical. ht 
need scarcely be remarked, that the more exten- 
sively these Corps are engaged improvement of 
their country, in the execution of the powers of 
Congress, and in aid of the states, in such im 
provements as lie beyond that limit, when such 
aid is desired, the happier the effect will be, in 
many views, of which the subject is susceptible. — 
By profiting of their science, the works will always 
be well executed ; and by giving to the officers 
such emplovment, our union will derive al! the ad- 
vantage, in peace, as well as in war, from their ta- 
lents and services, which they caw afford. In this 
mode also, the Military will be incorporated with 
the civil, and unfounded and injurious distinctions 
and prejudices of every kind be done away. To 
the Corps themselves, this service cannot fail to 
be equally useful—since, by the knowledge they 
would thus acquire, they would be eminently bet 
ter qualified, in the event of war, for the great 
purposes for which they were instituted 


Our relations with the Indian tribes, within our 
limits have not been materially changed during 
the year. The hostile disposition evinced be cer- 
tain tribes, on the Missouri during the last year, 
still continues, and has extended, in some degree, 
to those on the upper Mississippi, and the upper 
Lakes. Several parties of our citizens have been 
plundered and murdered, by those tribes. In order 
to establish relations of friendship with them, Con- 
gress at the last session made an appropriation for 
treaties with them, and for the employment of s 
suitable military escort to accompany and attend 
the Commissioners at the places appointed for the 
negotiations. This object has not been effected! 
The season was too far advanced when the appro. 
priation was made, and the distance too great to 
permit it, but measures have been taken, and all 
the preparations will be completed, to accomplish 
it at an early period in the next season. 

Believing that the hostility of the tribes, par- 
ticularly on the Upper Mississippi and the lakes, 
is, in no small degree, owing to the wars which 
are carried on between the tribes residing in that 
quarter, measures have been taken to bring 
about a general peace among them, which, if 
successful, will not only tend to the security of 
our citizens, but be of great advantage to the 
Indians themselves. With the exception of the 
tribes referred to, our relations with all the 
others are on the same friendly footing; and it 
affords me great satisfaction to add, that they 
are making steady advances in civilization, and 
the improvement of their condition. Many of the 
tribes have already made great progress in the 
arts of civilized life. This desirable result has 
beea brought about by the humane and perse- 
vering policy of the government, and particular- 
ly by means of the appropriation for the civiliza- 
tion of the Indians. There have been establish- 
ed, under the provisions of this act, thirty-two 
schools, containing nine hundred and sixteen 
scholars, who are well instructed in several 
branches of literature, and likewise in agricul- 
ture and the ordinaiy arts of life. 

Under the appropriation to authorise treaties 
with the Creeks and Quapaw Indians, Commis- 
sioners have been appointed, and negotiations 
are now pending, but the result is not yet known. 

For more full information, respecting the 
principle which has been adopted for carrying 
into effect the act of Congress authorising sur- 
veys, with plans and estimates for canals and 
roads, and on every other branch of duty inci- 
dent tothe Department of War, I refer you to 
the report of the Secretary. 


The squadron in the Mediterranean has been 
maintained in the extent which was proposed in 
the report of the Secretary of the Navy of the 
last year, and has afforded to our commerce the 
necessary protection in that sea. Apprehending, 
however, that the unfriendly relations which 
have existed between Algiers and some of the 
powers of Europe, might be extended to us, it 
has been thought expedient to augment the force 
there, and, in consequence, the ‘** North Caroli- 
na.” a ship of the line, has been prepared, and 
will sail in a few days to join it. 

The force employed in the Gulph of Mexico, 
and im the neighbouring seas, for the suppres 
sion of piracy, has likewise been preserved es- 
sentially in the state in which it was during the 
last vear. A persevering effort has been made 
for the accomplishment of that object, and much 
protection has thereby been afforded to our 
commerce, but still the practice is far from be- 
ing suppressed. From every view which has 
been taken of the subject, it is thought that it 
will be necessary rather to augmeyt than to 
diminish our force in that quarter. There is 
reason to believe, that the piracies now com- 


who inhabit the land, and who, by preserving 
good intelligence with the towns, and seizing 
favourable opportunities, rush forth and tall on 
unprotected merchant vessels, of which they 
make an easy prey. The pillage qhus taken they 
carry to their lurking places, and dispose of 
afterwards at prices tending to seduce the neigh- 
bouring population. This combination is under- 
stood to be of great extent, and is the more to 
be deprecated, because the crime of piracy is 
often attended with the murder of the crews, 
these robbers knowing, if any survived, their 
lurking places would be exposed, and they be 
caught and punished. That this atrocious prac- 
tice should be carried to such extent, is cause 
of equal surprise and regret. It is presumed that 
it must be attributed to the relaxed and treeble 
state of the local governments, since it is not 
doubted, from the high character of the Gover- 
nor of Cuba, who is well known and much re- 
spected here, that if he had the power, he would 
promptly suppress it. Whether those robbers 
should be pursued on the land, the local autho- 
rities be made responsible for these atrocities, 
or any other measure be resorted to, to sup- 
press them, is submitted to the cousideration of 
Congress. 

In execution of the Jaws for the suppression 

of the Slave Trade, a vessel has been occasion- 
ally sert from that squadron to the coast of Afri- 
ca, with orders to return thence by the usual 
track of the slave ships, and to seize any of our 
vessels which might be engaged in that trade. 
None have been found, and, it is believed, that 
none are thus employed. It is wellknown, how- 
ever, that the trade still exists under other flags. 
The health of our squadron, while at Thomp- 
son’s Island, has been much better during the 
present that it was the last season. Some im- 
provements have been made, and others are 
contemplated there, which, it is believed, will 
have a very salutary effect. 
On the Pacific, our commerce has much in- 
creased; and on that coast, as well as on that 
sea, the United States have many important in- 
terests, which require attention and protection. 
{tt is thought that all the considerations which 
suggested the expediency of placing a squadron 
on that sea, operate with augmented force for 
maintaining it there, at least, on equal extent.
